HIXjB some objection has been made to the Reduction 


of Tax law enacted by the last legislature, and in 


some Instances reasonably so. Tet it must be admitted 
that as a whole, the act has many good features and as to 
its ultimate purpose—viz- the lowering of the rate and in- 
creasing the valuation of assessable property, there can 
be no question of its being a move in 'the right direction. 


For many years the total valuation of taxable property 


in thei State has been given approximately at $23,000,000. 
The custom has prevailed in the different counties of sys- 
tematically lowering the valuation and in order to secure 
the necessary revenue to run the State and county govern- 
ments, the tax rate was always proportionately raised. 
This custom was not only exceedingly unfair, but created 
an erroneous impression in the outside world that the tax- 
able property in the State was exceedingly small, while the 
rate of taxation was excessively high. The impression 
so created has been extremely discouraging to persons who 
contemplated locating in the State. One of the first ques- 
tions asked by a possible homeseeker is. "What is the 
property valuation, and what is the tax rate in your coun- 
ty?" Thf reply in most cases would be: 
"The valuation 


is less than a million and the tax rate ?3.SO on the hun- 
dred dollars " This invai iably dampens the enthusiasm of 
the home-seeker or investor, as to the inducements offered 
by pur climate, cheap lands, prospective development of 
other branches of industry and the opportunity of gaining 
a desirable resident and investor was lost. If he happens 
to be in the State making a personal investigation he 
generally takes the next train for other sections.. If per- 
chance he has written to a State or county official, which 
frequently occuis, and the official gives the fact, he is nev- 
er heard of again. Probably within the last three years 
the editor of The Journal has received twenty letters from 
persons in other States making inquiries in regard to the 
climate prices of land m Nevada and such other ques- 
tions as would naturally be put by persons seeking resi- 
dent locations, with the resultant investments Among the 
first of the questions was almost invariably in regard to 
assessed valuations and rate of taxation. Notwithstand- 
ing the attractive and tiuthful pen picture which this 
writer was enabled to present of climate, cheap and pro- 
ductive land and everything else which would attract the' 
home-seeker, with but one or two exceptions, the answer 
.to the valuation and tax rate query closed the correspon- 
dence, 


If the question could be answered truthfully by stating 


the valuation at $100,000,000 and the average tax rate at 
50 cents on the hundred dollars no better investment could 
be published or inducement offered to people to seek homes 
in Nevada. 


Although the law does not take effect until next year, 


seveial counties have already adopted its provisions and 
the result demonstrates to some extent the beneficial ten- 
dency of the act. For .instance Ormsby county has added 
$30,000 to its assessment roll this year and lowered its 
tax rate ten cents. Yet there has been no particular im- 
provements to warrant the increase, while as a matter of 
fact, the county has lost some valuable property by the 
closing of mills and the loss of some wood and lumber 
industries. Washoe county's roll has increased something 
over $1,000,000 from last year and the rate lowered. As- 
sessor Beard says that he can already see an increase for 
next year of from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 and that the .rate 
can again be lowered. It is true that much of this increase 
is due to late improvements and the extraordinary activity 
in building but on the other hand "Washoe has lost some 
eleven miles of side tracks and proportionate amount of 
rolling stock caused by the cutoff on the Central Pacific in 
the eastern part of the county. 
But "WashoeV loss is 


Storey1 and Churchill's gam. Besides this loss the situ- 
ailon at "Wadsworth, caused by the cutoff, has materially 
lowered property valuations in that place. On the other 
hand the gain that Storey county has made in the last year, 
makes the law operative there. Favorable conditions are; 
reported from other counties. Lincoln county is excepted 
under the act because of her excessive debt, but with the 
railroad developments now going on in that county, new 
towns springing up and other sources of revenue in pros- 
pect, "It is only a question of a short time when Lincoln 
will be in a condition to meet the requirements of 'the law. 


It should be borne in mind "that'the'prevailing condi- 


tions in every county in the State were thoroughly discuss- 
e'd in the committees and on 'the floors,of both, branches 
of the legislature during the consideration of the law. No 
snap judgment was taken. Men of affalrs"from the differ- 
Bnt counties were consulted and the objections'were care- 
fully weighed to estimate the probable benefits to be gain- 
ed by the enactment of the law. It was deemed advisable 
and safe to try the experiment for two years, when, it 
necessary amendments could bo adopted removing, what 
experience proved to be, objectionable features. 


It Is believed that as a reform measure and one that 


will prove of permanent and substantial benefit to the 
State, this law wUl gx> down into history as one of the 
wisest and best measures ever placed upon the statutes of 
Nevada-

But No Thanks is Due the Poor Equip- 


ment of the Fire Department, De- 


spite Excellent Efforts ,of Men 


An alarm was rung in yesterday-af- 


ternoon for a small blaze south of the 
river that was extinguished without aid 
of the department. 
The fire depart- 


ment got out in amazing short time. 
TTiey hitched up and .made two blocks 
before box 5 ceased ringing. Thirteen 
seconds was the, time required for get- 
ting out of the building. 


The steamer horses were severely 


tested in the gallop up the hill south 
of the river. It is cruelty to animals 
to have to race these magnificent and 
willing horses up these grades, drag- 
ging the heavy equipment and certain- 
ly cruelty to the old ramshackle bridge 
on Virginia street to take a five-ton 
steamer over on a run. 


All this infers that the sooner an 


engine house is erected on the hill 
south of the river the better it will be.

Correspondent Finds Fault With 


the Gamewelj Fire Alarm 
Sys- 


tem and Advises a Larger Bell 
or a Steam Whistle 


Editor Journal: In the past week or 


two a 'great deal ihas been said about 
the efficiency of the fire department of 
this city, the.need of additional steam- 
ers, hose, wagons, hook and ladder, etc., 
but in my opinion the first thing the 
city council should look after, is the 
alarm used in connection with 
the 


flrehouse. 
• 


The Gamewell system 
is all right 


when everything is in working order, 
but as you have stated in your paper, 
when an alarm was turned in from box 
5 a short time ago, it was counted by 
many, myself included, for 32 instead 
of 5. This I submit should not occur. 
I would also state when an alarm is 
turned in from any of the boxes in the 
city it is almost impossible to distin- 
guish the number of taps of the bell 
when one is in the house, and when 
in my office I have to pay strict at- 
tention and have everyone around per- 
fectly quiet, that I may hear very 
faintly the taps of the bell, my office 
being less than three blocks from the 
fi rehouse. 


I would like to offer a suggestion 


to our city council that th§ first and 
most needful thing to be done at the 
flrehouse, is to have the apparatus that 
causes' the taps of the bell put in or- 


der, 
so those who try to listen to any 


alarm that may be sent in, can dis- 
tinguish the number of- taps, and know 
where the alarm is from. 
It is my 


opinion that the bell now in: use in 
Reno is altogether 
too 
small, not 


sounding loud enough to be heard any 
distance from the fire house, and en- 
tirely too small for this city,, so would 
it not be well for our city council to 
provide the city, with a whistle sys- 
tem or a suitable bell, the whistle sys- 
tem I believe can be installed at 
a 


small expense.
